Ambassador 
Melr was besieged by members of the 
diplomatic corps, who desired light on 
the PresIdent'B plan and Intentions and 
the ehance of Its acceptance was a 
toplo of general Interest in St. Peters- 
burg. 

Foreign Minister Lamsdorff did not 
lay the matter befoie.the Emperor ye.s- 
lerday, but probably will visit Tsarskoe 
Kelo Monday instead of Tuesday for 
this purpose. 

Ofilcials of the foreign ofllce adopted 
a non-committal tone refjarding the 
prospects of action on it. saying- the 
decision rested with the Emperor, who, 
up to the present, is firm for war. 
Waste of Life Ignored. 
On all sides it is realized that the 
<iuestion of Indemnity will be the great- 
est stumbling block In the way of the 
efforts of the peace party. The war 
faction urges that If Russia is obliged 
to pay an enormous IndeinnUy, she 
inlglit as well sjiciid tlie s;ime amount 
hi cdiitlnulufr the war a year or two 
longer and trust lo lliianclal pressure 
to do Its work on Japan. They say 
iliat Kussia'H situation could not be 
made much worse.

"Tlie admiral transferred his flag to 
the Aurora, -which then drew the com- 
bined Are of many torpedo boat de- 
stroyers at close range and the nitnck 
of submarines. We were overwhelmed 
by the latter. A mist arose, and we 
made a dash for the open sea and 
were followed by the Cleg and the 
Jemtchug."

While ho was cruising' In the Channel 
on the lookout for French prizes, the 
steadiest and soberest man among hbs 
crewr came to him and said he had seen 
a ghost on board, which told him that 
the ship 'was doomed.

THE l.ATE RT. HON. SIR JOHN A. 
MACDONALD. 

On Tue.sday the late Sir John A. 
Macdonald will have been dead for 
fourteen yeara. It seems but as yester- 
day when the sad but not unexpected 
news waa flashed through Canada. Il 
Is only a little over a month since the 
people of Great Britain were celebrat- 
Ingr the anniversary of the death ot 
Lord Beaconsfleld, better known to the 
world of poUtica and letters as Benja- 
min Disraeli. In life, friends of thesn 
two great inea were fond of making 
comparisons between them. There wius 
a certain strong facial resemblance, 
and there were certain mental charac- 
teristics and political Instincts In both 
which were alllte. In their own ways 
they performed services to their respec- 
tive ctfuntrles and parties, which were 
similar. When Sir John Macdonald 
first came Into prominence In Canada 
he represented the LlVieral element of 
the Tories, and his influence upon his 
party In Canada was not 16ss than that 
of Disraeli upon the Conservatives of 
Great Britain. Each reconstructed and 
moulded the policy of his party, leav- 
ing It vastly different In position and 
composition from that In which he 
found It Comparison of lines of de- 
velopment in each case mig-ht be e.K- 
tended at great length and in many 
parUculars. Blsraeli was of Jewish 
descent with many of the Oriental 
characteristics of mind prominently 
displayed. He was subtle of Intellect, 
fond of display, highly Imaginative, 
gorgeous in rhetoric, bitterly Invective, 
ambitious of power and prophetic in 
Instinct — a world-marked man, confi- 
dent in hi.s own ability and nia.sterful 
in hi.s dii)lomacy. He had a wonderful 
knowledge of the folble.s and weak- 
nesses of men, a keen judge of char- 
acter, and was versatile and adaptable. 
Sir John had many of the character- 
istics of the Celt, and In these he ap- 
proached through other avonue.s of de- 
■\-('li)pinent traits not unlike tiio.se wo 
have de.scrlbed in his contemporary. 
In addition he possessed a vast fund of 
humor. In a sense one of the highest 
forms of intellect, an Invaluable acqul- 
Kltion to a public man. In Sir John it 
softened, refined and humanized what 
In Disraeli brought him in such sharp 
contrast and antagonism with the 
leading men of his day. That oloment 
in the ('an:lllL^^ .sla tc.siiKui made hini 
loved and revered amonK ills followers. 
Where Disraeli was admired and fear- 
ed. Each was brilliant in the exorcise 
of liif. |)o\v('r.s, [uid eacli r>'>'^n<^f?.sod in 
an eniint'iit det're.j iina.ijirnllon which 
inlluencfd the policies they Inaugurat- 
ed and stimulated the public mind to 
varying dl>^;Dees of cnthuslnsin. They 
differed mn^U l.'irgely in llioir ii-rsmial 
relatlon.s with the pL''>l>li-. l)isi-acli v.as 
a figure In public, aUvay.s dazzling, al- 
ways interesting, always extraordinary. 
Personally he held aloof from the peo- 
ple he Influenced and had few Intlinato 
friends. He lacked Kympathy. lie 
commanded altenlion and fuliinvlng. 
.Sir John Macdonald was full i.f Innn.-in- 
Ity, a man who was loved for hi.s faults 
as well as for his many virtues. He 
was attractive and magnetic, and exor- 
cised among his followers a rare per- 
sonal inlluonco. Anibltiou.s for iiowcr 
and not always too scrupulou.s aa to 
methods, he nevcrtheioss kept constant- 
ly In view certain Ideals, and made his 
methods Biibsorvlont to his main ob- 
jects. His very faults, for which he 
was so often criticized while In power, 
enabled him to carry through measures 
by bringlne Into line various Inhar- 
monious elements which would have 
been Impos.slble to any other man In 
his position as premier and political 
leader. Thoug'h many charges were 
made afiralnst hlra as to corrupt prac- 
tices, he never at any time In his politi- 
cal career took advanl.ago of his oppor- 
tunities to bcncllt himself or his fam- 
ily. He never asked of the people of 
Canada any favor which they would 
not have cheerfully and voluntarily be- 
stowed upon lilni. Ill' dieii n. imor num. 
He was wholly unsellish except in a 
political sense, and that he loved power 
rather for the opportunities It afforded 
him to give his life alms effect tluui 
for the mere exercl.se of II is amply 
demonstrated by the results of his ad- 
ministration. 

In Judging the ethical side of the 
freat Conservative chieftain, we must 
take into consideration the conditions 
in which he was developed as a .states- 
man, and the problems he had to solvo. 
To do this It l3 necessary to take note 
of the "characters of the men who were 
his contemporaries, ot the burning 
(Miestlons which agitated the public 
mind and furnl.shed tlie battle cries at 
the polls, and of the great and almost 

. overwhelming' aiffloultles. which had to 

' be overcome. " 
to go

and to trace, the events of the storm 
period of history up to Confederation, 

during which the best jiart o( his life 
had been spent. In LS-l-1, M'hen he lir.st 
stcipped into public life, a.s i\ i-ci)reHcn- 
tative for Kingston, the land was rent 
with a struggle of forces, connected 
with political reform and political 
abuses, that had continued for some 
years and was destined to continue for 
\car.s after. From that day he was in 
the ililckcst ot the light. An now, there 
were religious, race and educational 
questions to be dealt with. Respon- 
sible government, land tenures, nation- 
al development, imperial relations, 
school systems and many other ques- 
tions were unsolved problems. Canada, 
limited as it was to two sections, Up- 
per and Lower, was passing through 
a tran.sltion stage and progress was 
slow as compared with these days of 
steam printing presses, railways and 
electric communication. There were 
many factions and sections and inter- 
ests to deal with. He was, politically, 
cradled in storm, reared In storm and 
lived In storm. Tlie present generation 
has but little conception of the strenu- 
ous nature of political life prior to Con- 
federation. 

The keynote of hl.s policy throughout 
all his stormy years Is to be found in 
his very first election address to "tlie 
free and independent Electors of the 
Town of ICmgston' In the following 
language: "I, therefore, need scarcely 
state my firm belief that the prosperity 
of Canada depends upon its permanent 
connection with the Mother Country, 
and that I .sluill resist to the utmost 
any attempt (.from whatever quarter It 
may come), which may tend to weaken 
that union." 

It is the very same note that was 
breathed in ills last public utterance 
In his appeal to the people of Canada 
jjrior to the elections of 1891: "As for 
myself my course Is clear. A British 
subject I was born — a T?rltlMh subject 
I will die. With my utmost effort, with 
my latest breath, will I expose the 
'veiled treason' which attempts, by sor- 
did means and mercenary profCers, to 
lure our people from their allegiance. 
During my long public service of near- 
ly half a century I have been true to 
my country and Its beat interests, and 
I appeal with equal confidence to the 
men who have trusted me In the past, 
and to the young hope of the country, 
wltli whom rests its destinies for the 
future, to give me their united and 
strenuous aid In this my last effort for 
the unity of the Empire and the pre- 
servance of our commercial and politi- 
cal freedom." 

Sir John's aim throughout public 
life was the unity of Canada. He has 
been referred to by Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
as pre-eminently the Father of Confed- 
eration, and among his plans and poli- 
cies, which have all become realized 
now, were a National Policy, a Canad- 
ian Pacific Railway, trans-Paclflc 
steamers, fast Atlantic liners and a 
Pacllic cable. Among ids dreams wa.s 
closer connection wiili the Mother 
Country. His larger policy may be ex- 
pressed in unity and expansion. He 
aimed from the outset at an educated, 
a free, a iirosiierous, a vigorous, a wide 
Doinlnliiii. This has, so far, been real- 
ized equal at least to his moat san- 
guine anticipations. At the outset 
there was little but ardent patriotism 
and a vivid imagination to warrant 
the hoi)es upon which his heart was 
set. A population of about 1,500,000 in 
Hrltlsh America has risen to 6,500.000. 
A trade of about $25,000,000 has grown 
to one of nearly JSOO.UOO.OImi. These 
figures do not by any mean.-- rcincs.jrit 
the real progress that has been made. 
'J'lii.'rc wa.s not a railway in Canada not 
a mile of telegraph. The West vas un- 
liiiown except to the fur traders of the 
Hudson's Bay Company. 

We must judge, as we have said, the 
clKu-iK icr of .Sir Jcilm Macdonald and 
the results of his life, which was .al- 
most wholly a pdlUlcal on-, l.>- the 
rough and tempestuous carci.-r tlirnugh 
which lie pas.^cd from Ciuiada in its In- 
laiic.\- l.> <'aiiail;i in its fuUilliiu-al. He 
had many rough paths to make .smooth, 
many irreconcilable elements to har- 
monize, many prejudices to overcome, 
iiiiuiy sectarian and sectional issues to 
solve, niaiiy eiuinies to placate, many 
hr.ptn-tunate frieiuls to satisfy, many 
crises to ave-t. His methods were 
necessarily not always ethical, because 
he had conditions that were far from 
ideal to rope with, l^.x pericnco niodl- 
iles the quality of menial and moral 
libre and fighting leaves scars. The 
majority of the world's heroes will not 
l)ear the scrutiny of tim line ai\ analysis 
of either niotlvcs or nielliods. If we 
examined history with a microscope 
there would be no heroes. To form an 
estimate ot his character as a states- 
man and his ability and accomplish- 
ments, we shall lake a not Loo partial 
view from Sir AVilfrid Laurler's re- 
marks in the House of Commons after 
his death had been announced. 

"I think," he said, "it can be asserted 
that, for the supreme art of governing 
men. Sir John Macdonald was gifted as 
few men in any land Or any age were 
gifted, gifted In the most high 
of all (lualitles. qualities which 
would have shown in any theatre, 
and which have shown all the 
more conspicuously the larger the 
tlieutre. The fact that he could con 
gregate together eleinenis of the most 
heterogeneous, and bind tlieni Into i 
compact i)arty, and to the eial of his 
lite keep them steadily under his hand. 
Is iierhaps altogether unprecedsnited. 
The fact that during ull these years 
he maintained, unliiipalred, not only 
the confidence, but the devotion and 
the ardent devotion and attectlon of his 
party, Is evidence that besides these 
high (luiilitles of statesmanship to 
which we were the dally witnesses, he 
was also endowed with inner, subtle, 
undellnable characteristics Of soul 
which wins and keeps the hearts of 
men. 

"Ah to his statesmanship. It la writ- 
ten in the history of Canada. It may 
bo said without any exaggeration 
whatever, that the life of Sir Jehu Mac- 
donald, if rom^; the), date he. entered. Par- 
31am^t;3S.4ti9 'hlBto^^ Canada; for 



ho was connected and associated witlt 
ah the events, all the facts, with all the 
developments which brought Canada 
ifrotn tlie position from which Canada 
jtlien occupied — the position of two 
jsmall provinces Iiaving nothing In coni- 
nion but the common allegiance, and 
j united by a bond of paper and unity 
and nothing else — to the present state 
lot development which Canada has 
reached. . 

"In my judgment, even the career of 

i William Pitt can hardly compare with 
that of Sir John Macdonald in this re- 
ispect, for, although William Pitt, mov- 
ing in a higher sphere, had to deal with 
problems greater than ours, yet I doubt 
'if. If in the management of a party, 
j William Pitt had to contend with dlffl- 
^cultles equal to those that Sir John 
Lcdonald had to contend with." 



PATRIOTISM AND BUSINESS. 

The time has not yet come In the 
history of the country when we need to 
be ashamed of, or apologize for, an ex- 
pression of patriotism; but In consider- 
ing the position of railways In the Sim- 
ilkcuneen 11 Is not patriotism so much 
as sourul busness principles that should 
iniiuenee our decision. No one In Brit- 
ish Columbia, much less the people of 
the Coast, desire to deprive that part 
of the country of the advantages of 
railway communication. To the latter 
it is a question of very great Import- 
ance, and their Interest In It Is propor- 
tionate to the benellls thoy hope to de- 
rive from it. hi the con.structlon of a 
railway our business men would like 
to have the opportunity of selling some 
of the supplies necessary, such as ce- 
ment, dynamite, shovels, plolts, carts 
and other paraphernalia of that class. 
That is, they would like to be able to 
sell these things In lair competition 
with the merchants- of Spokane and St. 
Paul. They would like, when the rail- 
way Is finished, to be able to sell some 
of the goods which are consumed by 
the employees of a presumably Canad- 
ian railway. The people of the Interior 
in the Boundary and the ICootenay 
country would like to see the work- 
shops and the roundhouses of the V., 
V. & E. located somewhere In their 
midst and the employees live and sleep 
on the Canadian side of the line. The 
niilway has to subsist upon the trade 
that originates In Canadian territory, 
and It is business, and not patriotism, 
which suggests that some of the inci- 
dental benefits ot its operation should 
be enjoyed by Canadians. Naturally, 
too, we would all prefer to have as 
many of our people as possible em- 
ployed on a railway which derives Its 
trafllc from Canadian soil iuid obtains 
Its i)rivlleBes from a Canadian Parlia- 
ment, if these things were assured to 
Canadians no one would object to the 
railway company taking advantage of 
as many sliort cuts as it liked across 
the boundary line in order to save ex- 
pense and to secure easy gradients. In 
time of trouble between the two coun- 
tries the railway taking such a route 
mlglit be embarrassed by the fact, but 
If its management shoulders the risk 
that is nobody's business In particular 
ljut its own. What the people want Is 
a bona flde proposition, fair to Can- 
ada as well as to the railway company, 
and no amoimt ot misrepresentation 
and specious argument, such as were 
used to deceive the people in respect 
to the Grand Trunk Pacllic, will ob- 
scure the true issue. Certain amend- 
ments are asked to the V., V. & K. 
charter, which was originally granted 
UK an all-Canadlan pixipusl tl on , so as 
to enable the threat NortluMai to folKiw 
tile lines of least resistance to and fro 
across the boundary Hue from Craiid 
l-'oiks to Princeton. ' .Vfler that we are 
assured thai llie road will bo built over 
tlie Hope :Mouiilaltis lo the Coast. The 
iiiu-sliiin arises then: "What guarantee 
1.-, ilii-re ihat -Mr. Hill will not divert 
his line to llie I'liitfd States, and find 
a lerininus ut liverett or some Other 
point in that country?" Would It be 
good business to permit such an end 
to be accomplished under cover of be- 
ing a Canadian enterprise 7 Throwing 
aside the question of patriotism alto- 
gether, would it be fair to British Co- 
lumbia, to Canadian Interests, and lo 
existing railways th.at have 
come many natural olistaclet 
m.-iining on the Canadian side of the 
! lino ■.'

The recent visit of the Ai-Ion Club of 
this city to Tacoma to participate in tliL- 
"May Musical Festival," marks a new 
and liiteresliner iM'a )ii the musical his- 
tory of the i'ac'ilic Northwest, luni wU'. 
go far towiu-ds (.■oineiiiiiib' the f'.'iC'lidly 
feellag that has aUvitya existed between 
these two cities, so nllke In their musi- 
cal and artistic tastes, Uielr beautiful 
liomea and gardens and picturesciue siir- 
roundintrs. 

For the last few years Victoria and 
Tacoma appear to have been diawlng 
more and more towards one another la 
musical affairs, conuiienchiK with the 
numerous visits of Miss tirace Helen 
Bradley and .Mr, il. T. Uanlin, both of 
•wlioin are so well and popularly known 
lo the music-lovers of tills city, and 
returned by the visits of Mrs, C'.ideon 
IJifks, Mr, E, H. Russell and Mr, A 
"TJoward of this city, to assist in musical 
affairs In Tacoma, and finally culminat- 
ing In the visit ot the entire Arlon Club 
to assist In the musical festival recently 
given In the City of Destiny with sucli 
signal and unqualified success. 

The Orpheus Male Voice Club of Ta 
coma, may also be regarded aJmost 
)n the light of an offshoot of the Arlon 
Club of this city, founded as It was by 
its present conductor, Mr, K, J. Mid 
dletdii, one of the orlRlnal members 
upon the same lines as the latter, even 
having the same club motto 

The Festival may be regarded as one 
of the greatest amateur efforts In music 
ever attempted In the Northwest. Ic 
was an immense success and will un 
■doubtedly contribute largely toward the 
advancement of good music on the 
North Pacific Coast. 

Something About the Festival. 
The musical part of the Festival open 
ed on the Thtirsday evening with a mis- 
cellaneous programme. In which nearly 
all the clubs represented took some part. 
The next afternoon war- devoted to the 
orchestra, assisted by the Arlon Club 
the Tacoma I.,adies' Musical Club, and 
by Mr. Blackmore, pianist. Mr. Black 
more is a young pupil of Leschetlzky 
lately returned to Tacoma, and gives 
every iironilae of making a greixt name 
for himself. He has a magnillcent tech 
nique, and although his tone at times 
lacks tenderness, yet his playing is so 
.smooth and so vigorous that It Is a 
great pleasure to listen to him. His 
playing of the Concertstucke of Weber, 
■with full orchestra, was thoroughly en- 
joyed by all. and it Id to be regretted 
that more frequent opportunities for 
hearing the great concerts with orchss- 
tra are not afforded to music lovers on 
this Coast. The work done by the or- 
-chestra in the afternoon and Indeed 
throughout the whole Festival was most 
meritorious. It is an o.rganizatlon of 
local players gathered together by Herr 
Schmidt, their conductor, and when one 
considers the limitations, their playing 
was more th.an excellent. Their render- 
ing ot Liszt's Second Rhapsodle was so 
virile and inspiring, so full of lire and 
animation that the audience was- com- 
pletely carried away and broke Into a 
storm of applause, which could not be 
stopped till the conductor again took up 
his baton. Tacoma i.s fortuu.ate in hav- 
ing such a director .-is Herr Schmidt, a 
man full of enthusi.Tsin and energy, and 
well fiualilled both by training and as- 
sociation with the l^o.-Jl niuslciil direct- 
ors, to conduct successfully any orches- 
tra. To Victorians the interest of the 
Festival was centred in 

The Male Voice Clubs. 
The Cirpheus and Arion Clubs united 
making a chorus of sixt.v voices, sang 
the "Suoinl's Song" and the "Bugle 
Song," under the direction of Mr, Mid- 
dleton. The volume of tone, the ex- 
<iuisite blending of the voices, the strict 
attention to the shading demanded by 
the conductor, were all so remarkable 
as to call foith the heartiest applause, 
and mo.st certainly rellected the great- 
est credit upon Mr, Middleton. The.se 
two numbers are both very dlfilcult, and 
when one considers that but two re- ! 
hearsals were all that the united clubs 
had, the conductor must be warmly com- 
plimented upon his ability to produce 
.such an effect as their rendition had 
uiion the audience. 

The gem of the evening concert was, 
however, the singin.g of the "Nocturne," 
by the Orpheus Cluh. The .•\rlon Club 
had the iih-asur^', fur the lir,<^t time in 
their history, of lisiening to a .similar 
organization, and oiu' aiul all rxjiressed 
the gre.ilcsl of plo.isure, in,'my I'celing 
th;il it would bp imixissiljlc lo everi ri.'al 
such singing.

casual observer. 

The June Constellations. 

The Great Bear, or Dipper, Is now al- 
most directly overhead, closely followed 
by the Hunter, wdio with upraised arm 
is driving the bear before him. Just east 
of tlie Hunter is the beautiful Northern 
Crown, while beyond this In the north- 
east is the large group known as Her- 
cules, which is remarkable because it 
contains the most wonderful star cluster 
ever visible to us. For the first time 
since last summer, the magnlficantblue 
star 'Vega, thfe arc light of the northern 
sky, is again appearing in the early 
evening. It is now rather low down In 
the northeast, but in a few months it 
will be the Milky 'Way which during 
the winter arched the whole heavens 
and which last month had sunk so low 
down that It lay right along the ground 
In the west, has now disappeared from 
view, but the other half, bearing the 
beautiful constellations of tlie Harp, the 
Swan, and the £^le, is slowly rising 
In the east to take Its olace. 

Almost due south, the observer will 
at once be struck by an immense cloud 
of stars, thickly filling up the whole 
sky between Libra and the Milky "Way. 
This ha.s been appropriately named the 
Scorpion, for the figure on the sky bears 
a much closer resemblance to the ani- 
mal by which It la represented than do 
most of the constellations. The group 
formerly Included the star.'i of Libra, 
also the two brightest stars of Libra 
marking the ends of the claws. It was 
then the largest sign of the zodiac, 

Mythologlcaliy the Scorpion was the 
slayer of the giant Orion; at the In- 
stant when the Scorpion begb.is to rise 
above the ground in the east, Orion. In 
fear of the Scorpion, begins to disap- 
pear In the west. This Is alluded to in 
the Paerie Queen: 

"And now in ocean deep

Haifa 'at last. iHore I joined a band 
of fellow war correspondents, all 
anxiously awniting jiermission to go to 
the front. W'e kicked mir heels ill 
U.alfa for several days. lluring the 
interval my camels nnd horses -.irrived. 
Straight w;iy I interviewed the coni- 
niandanl as to transport in the future, 
f<irai,'e at present.

From Wady Haifa we railed to .Khw 
'H'nined, crossing the Nubian desert from 
iNilo to Nile. Tlie desert secncry does 
not appeal to one, but the desert dust 
does, it will not be denied; it percolates 
through everything and into everything. 
One's food i.'^ Ilavored with the all- 
pervading s-aiid, one ilrinks enteric, even 
from the most tigh t ly-stoppeil llask — ye' 
rude health alinde with me. 'Hie d<-sert 
is like a prairie of sand, h.v reason of it* 
limitless iindnlalions, broken here nnd 
there by valleys aiul solitary hillock.s. 
The SUM is a ball of fire by day, durili',' 
u-hi<'h time perspiration drips nnd drips 
from the unforlnnate heing— other than 
a ,Sondane.>ie. who. for filthy lucre nii'l 
excitement, braves its I'ays. 'Hy iiighl, 
one lies under one's blankets, Bhiveriug —

(Jrowim: resiless after remaining nl

I It did not lake nic long to ii.ack my 
belongings; still less time did it, lake 
my driver to hang tin; various article.'! 
around the camel. It was soon done, 
and the brute looked for all the world 
like an animated nniriue store. Then 1 
was requested to mount. I had not 
(luite realized until thai monienl that I 
was supposed to ride atop of the heaii 
of hrfc-n-brae. However, there was no 
help for it.'so up I clumliered. The Greek 
then gave me minute instrnctioiis how to 
guide, check and accelerate the pace of 
my steed. At a w(u-d from the driver, 
the <-aniel, wiih many gro:iiis, creaks and 
cries, upheaved himself: ilieii, with a 
shake to test the packing of the luad 
and the si^at of his rider, he started in 
Ihe wake of the driver at ;i suingir,,' 
trot. Al first 1 had a stronj; seiisalinii 
of nausea, but the chill iiiglit air soon 
caused it to iiass off, and we swunn aion;; 
smoothly lainl 4iiuetly in the white moon- 
light. Upon our left hand lay the iles- 
ert, bleak, bare and inliospiuble, iiiluib- 
ited only by the warlike Hadeudua 
Arabs; upon our right, fringed with 
palms, swishing and gurgling towards 
the sea, was the Nile, the dominating 
factor in Kgy-jit. On tlirougli the ni^'hl 
we sped, silent and swift, the curious 
rocking motion nf ii'.y steed inclining me 
to sleep, the chill desert air keeping me 
awake. Hour after hour went by. [ 
looked at my wat(di. It wan near dawn. 
Then, without any preliminary, the snii 
jumiK'd u]). ll was day. Instanlly its 
1 rays were felt, dry and burning. Wi- 
hialtod nt 7 o'clock 'neath the' shelter of 
two or three palm trees snd devoured a 
meal. Next the camels wore watered, 
then the "angarebs" (uuglicc-bed) wer 
hoisted down, and We slept. We were 
half way to 'Berber. The angareb is 
the particular "household god" <if the 
.\rab when looting -.x village or camp. 
The first thought of the Soudanese 
troops is the "anu'iireb." ll is a strong 
wooden frame, oblong in sha|)e, cris- 
cros.sed with rawhide thongs, similar to 
those made and used by the L'lOers and 
.sonio natives in Southern Africa. The 
.\rab lakes his angareb with him, ibe lilrf 
journey short or long. 

-Vfter a Iwo hours' rest we were ofl' 
again, the pitiless sun blazing down 
upon us; still on we wont over the- al- 
most red-hot gravelly sand, the heat 
from which rose up and smote us; 10 
living object, no structure raised by 
hnuuiu agency relieved the monotony of 
our travel. At this time we were not 
within sight of the Nile, a .sharp bend 
TKH'Ossitating a desert short-cut. .\l 
length, lowai'cls 2 o'clock, we again 
reached the river, when my guide, point- 
ing lo the southwani, cjaeiibited, 
"Berber." Past ruined mud huts, 
through desolate pit-strewn streets we 
passeii, until a hum of activity wa .> 
borne npiui the heat-ladeii atmosiihere. 
'I'hen through streets crow(!ed by the 
black wives and children of the Soudan- 
esi> troops, we emerged into Berber 
proper — llie eiicampmenl of the sirdar s 
army. The Soudanese soldier grinned 
me a v, olcome — the Soudanese grin ex- 
tends from car to ear — 'as I passed their 
camp; the white soldiers called to one 
another, "Hullo, here's a travohue 
tinker and his mate."

In Kgyi/t, at all 
events, our otTicers and noii- ■oiumissioned 
ollicers live up to that creed worthily 
aind well, the white beys nnd bimbashis 
charging ahead of their black comrades 
after tlie immemorial custom of the 
deisert. The black soldier, in return. Is 
devoted to his leaders. It is a sight to 
be remembered wIumi, after :i victory, 
the black runs up, grinning, to shake 
hands with l>cy nnd baiiibaslii, siiying, as 
he salutes, "Qnaiss kitir" (very good).

sists of ir.ittees, khak.i trousers, and jer- 
sey of a lii-ownish hue, siirnionnteil by a 
ta'rbiish lia\ ing a llaii to protect tin' 
neck and spine from the snn. I'ndor 
his British leaders and inslrnetors he is 
<liiile a dirferenl soldier lo those whom 
.•Vrabi rnslii bronghl ngaiiisl lis. 

The blacK soldier I have already de- 
scribed in [i.'irt, so it will sufilce to say 
that, in addition to ix'ing a soldier, he is 
a very much married man — not unlike 
the proverbial sailor, only mor,e so — for 
he lias wives and children in every 
town, whom he manages to support upon 
a stipend of 15 shillings per month, in 
addition to rations and ■nllowanees. 

In conclusion, a few words nnent the 
Soudttu Railway. It is the unaided 
work of the Egyptian railway <-orpK, 
under the suiiervision of Hinibashi 
(iironard, well known the world over 
now — n Canadian by birth, one of the 
best of British soldiers by profession. 
His work during the Sonth African war 
.ndded laurcls to fame already gained in 
I')gypt.

VICTORIA AMD NIAGARA. 

It was on the 22nd of November, 1855, 
that the friendly natives with whom he 
wa» traveling brought Dr. David Liv- 
Ing.siton for the llrat lime within sight 
and sound of the wonderful cataract on 
the Zambesi river now known as tlie 
Victoria Falls. Before finding it, the 
good missionary had Journeyed for near- 
ly two years, and from his point oS de- 
parture at Kuruaian. In Caps Colony, 
had traversed quite 4,000'inlles of 'hith- 
erto unknown coaatry. 

Today one takes the train at Cape 
Town on Wednesday^ 'passes - tbrough 
Klmberley on Thursday, reaches Bulu- 
wayo on Saturday, and late in the after- 
noon of Suiid.ay, begins to see in the 
dlsCaace the rising pillar of mist from 
l.lie great cataract. 

Tile natives call it "Mosl-oa-tuni," 
meaning "tho roaring smoke," Twenty

The Discovery of Cariboo in 1860. 

One day two men, whose names, 
Harvey and Keilhley, have almost be- 
come classical in the mining world, 
wandered away in the search of game 
into that country north of the Fraser. 
They crossed from the north fork of the 
Quesnel into a tract of land round which 
the Frasor Hows, describing almost a 
semicircle as it rises in the chain of 
lakes a'.inost in a direct line as the crow 
Hies from where it Joins the Quesnel. 
Into this country of rolling hills, cover- 
ed with trees and watered by many 
creeks, these two wandered with a few 
clays' provisions on their backs, rille in 
hand, and pick and shovel carried as 
best they might, for keen sportsmen 
though they were, the one object they 
had traveled miles and risked their Uvea 
to find — GOLD — was never for a mo- 
ment banlshe'd altogether from their 
minds. The woods were filled with 
game of every description, and on the 
jjreen slopes above them could be seen 
lierds of caribou browsing placidly on 
the short sweet grass as undisturbed as 
cows in some quiet meadow. A day 
or two soon siiowed them that they had 
found an entirely new land of a char- 
acter more nearly resembling the gold- 
bearing districts of California than any- 
thing they had seen since coming to 
British Columbia.

All along "Tho Valley." tho 
ha]ipv \',illey, you will find the wliito rose 
hlooiiiiii;,' beside the doorway of every 
farmhouse. Hut the sweetest-sccnled 
ii.itivc llower, and richest in '<'olor, is 
the Mavllower, the trailiiii,' arbutus. In 
Ontario" it is a rarity you no luiles to 
liiid. Here whole parties visit tho 
spriiii; woods to gather tlieni. and re- 
turn from their quest hearing,' their 
slieav(>s with them. v ,.. s,.,. ladies in 
th-e/ tea mi and ferry-boats with great 
handfnls of them. Tho countrj'-foik 
make them an article of inerchnndise, 
l.oniid in stifl" little hundloa in the Green 
Market.

Wo hnvoi also a niekivanie. flung at us 
as « reproacli. ami adopted pron<lly_ and 
worn as a badge of honor, like "Whig" 
ami "Torv." - Our nickname is "Bloc- 
nose." its origin is wrapped in mys- 
tery. Some time early in tho last cen- 
tiir'v it ■v\-'as used to designate our people 
ami our potatoes. it eonveys a sneer 
at the pinched, cold faces of our pro- 
vincials, residing in '8 laud of ever- 
hisiinc. ice. It i.s liko that -most mis- 
taken enrso, "Oo to Halifarc!" Who- 
ever utters that is like T^alaain. the .son 
of Baink, be desires to curse but he 
blesses against his will. 1 am not pre- 
pared to make any general statement 
regarding the hue of Nova Scotiau ne^.-s. 
lint 1 will go into court and swear to 
tho color of Nova S.s-itian cheeks. 
Traverse the province from end to end, 
■watch the groups '.it the railway stii- 
titnis, and your chief iiiinression will be 
of slurdv men, comely women niol 
chnbhv ehihlren. with the good red 
h'o.id showing through tli.- clear skin. 
The cosmetic is fog, perhaps, and sea 
nir. The face of tho Kova Seotinu girl 
is like tlic face of the wild Novn Scotiau 
rose. 

I,ocnl pride is strong, and who shall 
bJaiuo itV As a country, pays, our 
province has 1\ varied beauty nil its own. 
Tin' .\tlautic ciast is a granite wall, 
indented by uneo\mt(Nl bays, and creeks 
;iiid harbors, and fiords and inlets, with 
long and wonderful boaidies stretching 
from headland to headland, with emlless 
islands of I'very shape and si-.-.e tilling 
the great biL'lits'. with iiuaiiit, white ol.l- 
woi-hi lishiiig villages nestling in tho 
I'h'fts of the rock, each with its legen 1 
of storm, or wreck, or buried treasure, 
or privateer, or Indian raid. On the 
••I'^iiidv side" the euomious tides that 
Ilowe odvised us to brag about wben W(> 
could brag of nothing else, make another 
kind of landsonpc — broad alhivinl plains. 
i'Ut tln-'iugh bv strange, unresting rivers 
of jo .ps and basins. With the ebb-tide 
thin- omi'ly and beeomo wide rod gashes 
in the earth, with a mere trickle at the 
iMiitoui. A^'!;h the lloo.l tid.o from the 
sea they till swifily from batik Pi hank, 
the current hoi'.ing. or tlie "Iwire" sweep- 
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ing along a wall of turbulent, roaring 
water. Outiiniiig their banks run low 
eartliworkB, the "dykes" which peasants 
from Normandy began or built throe 
oeiuiirics ago. .'Vt certain seasons gaiis 
are made in them to let in the fertilizing 
.si«a water. Tliese liehls have been 
cropped for three centuries, and are as 
rich as ever. On the "h'uiiily -.dde" is 
the lovely .Vniiaii'.dis Valley, running tic; 
length o"f the province between the 
North and South nuninlains, a sheltered 
laud of weallliy farms and thriving or-' 
chards. "New Kiigland idealized," a 
Yale professor called it; in tho siiriug 
il is "a hiindiod niiii's of appl •-blossoms, ' 
ill tiic memorable ph.riiso of Grant. 

Kilt Cape Breton is the chief pariulise 
of the searcher after the picturesiiue. 
AS'alpolo's Duke of .Newcastle was sur- 
liriscd and deliglitvd lo discover that it 
was au isl'and, and stil' the tourist fi-ols 
the freshness of this geographical fiict. 
it is an extraordinary island, reversing 
the sehoolhook detiiiition, for il is land 
aluiosi surrounding a i]uantity of water. 
The lake of the (iolileu Arm aliuosl 
clea\es il into two is!'.iiuls. This gives 
unending I'oiiiliiiial ions of hill, crag, for- 
esi. islei, water, which those who have 
se. n hoih compare with the highlands 
.if Seotlaud. The settlers are largely 
'Uighland, and "have tho Gaelic." There 
is u famous Gaelic connuuuioii servii'C 
'hold every yivr in the cathedral of 
iNature, ••riiider the wide and open sky." 
It is a land of biirds; native poets coni- 
posi> songs as they <lid in the days of 
Ossian. You can hear still the pallieth: 
"h'liir a Idiata" that HIack celebrates in 
hi.-i novels, iin.l in Bonie farmhouse you 
may chance on a rusty dirk or claymore 
useil at Ciillodcii. 

■I'he i-ielies of the mine so rarely fouuil 
togeilier, coal, iron, gold, an- ours, the 
wealth of the orchard 'and the harvest 
oi the sea. ilut our chief possession is 
ill men. .\ sear-faring people, a vac- 
living liv the ocean, must have adv.m- 
tages over a land-locked people, Th'! 
man who builds and sails 'a sliiii to far- 
olf <'liines, who trades with far c<Hin- 
irics, who battles with storm and wreciv 
for his li\clili(nMl, nui.st of necessity have 
a stronger soul, a wider outlook on lite 
and ualiire, than the man who keeps a 
shop or tills the peacotul inland fields. 
Nova Scotia is proud of the men she 
has bred. She has good reason to be 
proiiil of her living sons; but she holds 
oven dearer the ineniory of her dead. 
I'lverv town, every county, cherishes 
tr.'idiiions of its old tnnulies, its Drat 
settlers; of the pioooor missionary, the 
minister who gave half bis scanty in- 
come to redeem the slave; the ndven- 
tiii-ons sea captaiu whoso llfo rea<ls like 
one of Smollett's novels, the iivan who 
settlcil half a county, the evangelist who 
stirri'tl the souls of men, the founder of 
the lirst academv, the man who first re- 
sisteil the insolence of otUce. the loyalist 
who lost all for the fiag. Nova Scotia 
has a hero, and a hero-w-(M-sliii>. His 
etIK-v ill hrou7,c stands beside the prov- 
iii. e' liuilding ill which niauy of his 
trininplis were won; but hc ^Ivurdly 
lU'cds such a monument. You will meet 
many au old man whose eye will brighten 
and his face light up when he tells yoii 
that he once saw "Joe Howe' and held 
his horse for him. No man horn in 
British America ever won sucii arfe<^tiiiii 
as this groat tribune of the Plobs, our 
faulty, gn;at-heart<'d, nragiietic. far- 
sighted, eloquent statesman. 'Phe very 
sons of those who stoned hiui built hi'> 
sepulchre. Nova Scotia has also gnea 
<Mie far-known uamo to literature, Hali- 
biu-toii; he remains our only humorist, 
lie .Mille. a New Uruiiswicker, wrote all 
his novels here. The first man to 
bridge the .-VtVaiitic with a line of 
sieainers was a Hnlifiix merchant, 
Samuel Canard. A great fleet still hears 
his name. Ono single county, nctou, 
has given Canada five college presidents, 
'I)awsoii to Met Jill. Grant 'and (b)rdoii t'l 
Queen's, and Koss and Forrest to llal- 
iiousii'? Can any other county in Can- 
aila make Mich a boast'.' Is it an acci- 
(leul that the jireseiit Minister of 
Finance and tl c lead-r of the opp 
are b.'lh 
loaders in 




.Mrs. Aunie Besant is generally de- 
scribed as the suci'e.«s(ir of Mnu'. lilavat- 
sky. But there is one very striking 
■point in .Mrs. Jtesaiit's character. i'li- 
like most T'ln-osoiiliists, she is not con- 
tent with the theory. Tho lOuglish 
Sahib at Benares, the raered city of the 
liigliost of all Indian castes, the 
liralunias, may ofien encounter .\iure 
Besant in tlu' streets or by the sacred 
.Irangcs, .surrounded by young and 
ascetic Brahmins, with wliom she dis- 
courses or tells her heads. 

Those who know India aro well aware 
of the insuperable olislaclos presented .-n 
the problem of caste. They know that 
n poor mendicant, who looks a degree 
poorer than the most destitute alien 
lamiing on those shores, will, iievortlie- 
less. scornfully pull aside his ragged gai- 
ineiits to prevent his touching, inayhe, a 
Maharajah of low caste who is passing 
liv. Yet Mrs. Besant has, by means of 
lii-r Tlieo-.,)phisl propaganda, ovcreoiiie 
those ditliculties. She not only dresses 
a riindoo — for anyone may do th.it — 
but she eats oiilv food prep.^tred by 
Brahmins, has estJihlished a college in 
Benares for the development of Theoso- 
phy, and has boldly declared that in a 
previous incaraatioo she was a Brahmm. 



This last stroke on tier part is iu itself 
utterly revolutionary, tor hitherto the 

Brahmin believed that his caste Trits 
the last and most perfect state in which 
.'1 S(Mil existi'd before it enlereil the 
'Brahmin heaven. Mrs. Besant appar- 
ently signifies that she has passed this 
stage of perfection, and has been evolvei 
as a European lady! 

The great Mnhntnias havo risen up in 
arms. They have denounced this fis- 
ciuating and subtle woman, who is bo 
dangerous to the Hindoo wind. She 
claims that Theosophy is the oldest re- 
ligion in the world, even preceding that 
of tho Vedas. which existed for thous- 
ands of years before Christ. Mrs, 
Bosant's critics reply to this that *he 
can read neither Sanskrit nor Hindoo, 
so that her judgment is fulse. Fa- 
doubledly a great mental strife will take 
place, but whether Mrs. liesaiit will win 
or whether llie Maliatmas Avill succeed 
in redueiiig her iutlnence is a matter far 
too mysterious and coinplieatiHl for a 
I'juropean to attempt to solve. Mn. 
Annie Besant was originally married to 
a Church of England clergymau. after 
which sho became identified with tho 
secularist movement under Charle-J 
'Bradlaugh.
